In presenting to onr friends the thirteenth Report 
of our Mission, we are happy to he enabled again to 
give a cheering account of the progress of our work. 

Our congregations have increased as much as last 
year, two hundred souls having been added to their 
number. God be praised for the work of His grace 
among us ! May the time soon come, when the Sheep 
flocking to Christ the Shepherd shall be counted by 
thousands, instead of tens and hundreds, when His 
People shall stand before Him in the beauty of holiness 
as the dew of the morning. 

The number of scholars has decreased, but we are 
rather inclined to rejoice in this loss, because it is a 
symptom of progress in direct Mission work. When 
new men enter the Church of Christ, they who have 
come into the Courts (as it were) of the Lord’s house, 
without any real hunger and thirst after spiritual things, 
are frightened away. 

Our Invalids have partly been restored to health, 
the Lord be thanked.—Br. Gundert is strong enough 
again, to venture on a sermon now and then. Mrs. Irion 
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has been enabled to return to her sphere of labor. Also 
Mrs. Biihler’s health is improving, though slowly. On 
the other hand, Br. Huber is obliged to remove Mrs. 
Huber to the Nilagiris for a season, and Br. Moegling 
has at last resolved on returning to Europe to recruit 
his health. The Lord has been very gracious in pre¬ 
serving the lives of all the Members of our Mission 
household for so many years.—By our latest accounts 
Br. Hiller, who last year emigrated to America from 
amongst us, has safely arrived with his family in 
his new home, and is ministering to a Congregation 
at Albany. 

The accounts given of our Mission by our esteemed 
Principal, after his return to our Native Country, have 
greatly revived the sympathies and zeal of our friends, 
and the funds of our Mission have been kept from sink¬ 
ing. More could not be expected of the liberality of our 
comparatively poor country during a time of distress 
such as the present. The debt incurred by our Com¬ 
mittee during the past year has been greatly reduced, 
though not paid off entirely. We trust that our Indian 
friends and supporters will continue to measure their 
liberality by our wants, nor be tired of helping us, 
as long as we are not tired of working. 

May the blessing of God rest abundantly upon all 
those who know His Name, and love His appearing !

This station has lost the services of Br. Buhrer who has 


gone to Mulki, in place of Br. Ammann. But as the outstations 
of Utchila and Gudde have been united to Mulki, it is easier for the 
two Brethren to do justice to the work entrusted to them.—The 
services are carried on as usual. On Sundays two services in Tulu, 
one in Canarese, and one in Tamil are held; on Wednesday Even¬ 
ings a Lecture expounding the Scriptures (the Epistle to the Romans 
has been the theme during the past year on these occasions.) On 
Fridays the men and women of the Congregation meet at separate 
times for Prayer. On the first Monday of every month there is a 
Missionary Prayer Meeting. Besides this, there are daily prayers 
morning and evening in the Schools on the Mission premises.— 
Though a goodly number have joined us, yet the Gospel has not 
gained a footing in any new localities during the past year; most of 
the new Converts have been obliged to quit their former abodes. 

Two brothers and a sister, natives of Purala, removed to Bokkapatna, a su¬ 
burb of Mangalore, to the house of a relative who at that time desired to join us; 
there they made the acquaintance of Andreas our late Catechist. Their relative 




drawing back from the Gospel, they were obliged to leave his house, and dwell 
with a member of the Church; these three persons give us much joy. The conver¬ 
sion of a temple-musician, who has a large family to support, surprised us much. 
He has of course given up his old profession, and does not find it easy to main¬ 
tain his family; he is however willing to work and his conduct is satisfactory. 
A third family were drawn to us by the influence of their mother, who while 
visiting a sick sister in the Poor House heard the word of God from old Si¬ 
meon, who is in charge of that establishment. She believed the Gospel, and 
wished her husband also to join her in entering on the Way of God ; when he 
refused, she came alone, but soon after her husband and children followed her. 
We are well pleased with them. A fourth family (parents and one child) have 
come to us. Those poor people had lost all their other children, the survivor also 
seemed sickly. They ascribed their affliction to the power of a Bhuta (demon) 
who used occasionally to possess- the mother. In despair, they came to us, 
as we are reported among the lower castes, to have great power in driving away 
Bhutas. They were baptized after receiving suitable instruction. They believe 
in Christ, but are still weak. Another family, two male members of which were 
baptized some years ago, have been also received. The mother was at her ear¬ 
nest and oft repeated request baptized in the name of Jesus just before her death, 
the other four children are now with us.—The state of the old Church Members 
is on the whole satisfactory. Of the fifty two new converts, we have no cause to 
complain; some have evidently received the seed into good ground, others resem¬ 
ble the stony ground; all are as yet weak in faith. Six of them were baptized 
on the Stli of February 1852, the rest at various intervals during the year. 
There is but one wholly destitute family, that of an old man who resides in the 
Poor House. All the young people are learning trades, Weaving, Bookbind¬ 
ing, Printing, Watchmaking, Baking, and Tailoring.— The Boarding School for 
girls is going on as usual. The elder girls are, besides the regular school lessons, 
instructed in General History and Geography. This school gives us (as it 
ever must do) mingled cause of joy and anxiety. — The Boys’ Orphan School, 
is in a satisfactory state, the boys have a good knowledge of Biblical History 
and Geography. Both these schools are partly self supporting, the work done 
by the girls supplies about one third of the annual expenditure, the labors of the 
boys one fifth. There are sixty-three girls and thirty-seven boys. 

The Catechists have made themselves useful in the spheres of labour 
confided to them. — A great loss has been sustained among them by the death 
of Andreas, who was taken away in the full vigor of manhood. The Lord had 
made him the instrument of opening a door for His word in Utchila and Gudde. 
F.or many years, though with a heavy heart, he continued in his original occu¬ 
pation of Toddy drawing, being at the same time an elder in the Church ; 
two years ago he was appointed to the Catechist’s office. He was a quiet, 
simpleminded, sincere man; we trust he has entered into the joy of His Lord.— 
There is now a Catechist at Bolma, who keeps school during the week and 
has regular Services on Sundays. He is regularly visited by the Brethren. 
All the people from the Outstation visit Mangalore once a month to partake 
of the Lord’s Supper. 

Three Missionary tours have been made during the course of the year, 
two by Br. Greiner to the East and South, and one by Br. Deggeller in an 
Easterly direction both above and below the Ghats. 
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II. SCHOOLS &c. 

The English School. 
Rev. W. Hock, and Mrs. Hoch. 


Br. Hocli writes: u The last year has been a sad one for this 
school, and our hopes of its gradual restoration to its former pro¬ 
sperity have not as yet been realized. 

“First all the Brahman hoys left because they would not sit on the same ben¬ 
ches as the Billawar lads, and there is no prospect that the Interdict of the most 
powerful Brahmans, threatening with expulsion from caste all those who should 
re-enter the school, will he speedily rescinded. Then all the Musalman lads left 
the school, at the instigation of the elder ones, because they would not read the 
Bible. A very few of them have come hack, hut their aversion to the word of 
God has not abated. The Roman Catholics also did their best to induce all the 
hoys of their persuasion to leave the School, and in many cases they succeed¬ 
ed. Few new Candidates have applied for admittance; so at present there are 
only fifty one pupils. Most of them have hut little talent, and are less then ever 
accessible to the word of God. Although the scholars are so few in number I have 
not been able to diminish the number of classes, every attempt to combine the 
classes has failed by the want of energy among the pupils; so there are still five 
classes.—Other difficulties have arisen from want of teachers. Two of the best 
Monitors being Brahmans left on account of the caste question; another, a 
Roman Catholic, was dismissed for misconduct. Mr. May who has labored as 
Schoolmaster for nine years, sometimes under many difficulties, but always 
with faithful diligence, has obtained a Government Situation, and will have 
soon to leave his office; we have not yet been able to find a substitute for him. 
The present monitors are of slender attainments, and I fear they will leave the 
school as soon as they can obtain any Government employ. I have vainly 
endeavoured to get some of my former pupils to attend private classes: at first a 
few came, but they soon discontinued their visits. Such is the discouraging history 
of the English School.—The Canarese School is also not in a very satisfactory 
state, though it begins again to improve; there are forty scholars in it.—Most 
of our Indo-Briton pupils have left us. One of them is prosecuting his studies 
in Madras, in the Institution of the Free Church of Scotland, others have been 
apprenticed to various trades. Of the two who remain one is extremely weak 
both in body and mind.—And now what shall I say, in concluding this short 
statement of the last year’s discouragements ? One Prayer is in my heart and 
on my lips just now, it is as follows, “Lord what wilt Thou have me to do?”—” 

Br. Hoch has gone to Bombay for a few weeks, hoping to derive much 
insight into the duties of his calling, from a visit to the various educational 
Institutions in that city. 
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The Catechist School. 

Rev. H. Moegling , Rev. S. Kullen , and Rev. II. A . 
Kaundinya. 

The youths admitted to this Institution in 1847, finished the 
appointed course of Instruction in January 1852, and in March 1852 
a new class of fourteen pupils was formed, under the superintendence 
of our Principal the Rev. J. Josenhans. (vide last Report Page 17.) 

The branches of knowledge now imparted are those recommended by 
the Principal. Two daily Biblical lessons are given, one in the New 
Testament, in which the Gospels have nearly all been expounded, the other 
in the Old Testament, in which the first three Books of Moses have been read, 
and a fuller account of the Tabernacle, the Sacrifices'and Worship of the 
Jews has been given. Besides these lessons, Sacred History has been taught 
according to the excellent German Handbook of Dr. Kurtz. The most inn 
portant passages of Scripture are committed to memory. Notes of the 
sermons they hear are taken down by the Scholars, which are examined every 
Monday morning, when correct skeletons of the sermons are dictated. The 
study of the Canarese language forms one great part of the daily tasks. As the 
languages of Southern India are closely related to each other, we hope, that 
even those pupils who are not Canarese by birth, and who will most probably 
hereafter labor in districts where another language prevails, will yet derive 
benefit from a correct grammatical knowledge of Canarese. The German 
language is also taught, and good progress has been made during the last nine 
months; it is hoped that most of the pupils will be able to read and write Ger¬ 
man with ease, by the time their course of study is completed. Arithmetic and 
Singing are also taught. Sometimes the boys employ themselves with gardening 
in the evenings; latterly they have often taken morning walks with their teachers. 
Domestic Worship is regularly observed; morning and evening the word of God 
is read, with Singing and Prayer. In the last year, a full practical exposition 
of the first Epistle of John has been given at these seasons. Once a week, the 
class assembles with one of the teachers for Prayer, and friendly, confidential 
intercourse; much blessing has been derived from these meetings. The Tea¬ 
chers have reason to be thankful and satisfied with the progress and conduct 
of the pupils.—The newly arrived Brethren Kullen and Kaundinya begin to 
feel at home in their work, amongst the pupils under their charge. Br. 
Moegling, being thus relieved, has taken leave of the Catechist class, which 
he has had charge of, since 1847. He intends to return to Europe for a season 
on account of his health. 

The Gospel has been regularly preached in the Bazaar of Mangalore 
twice a week by the Brethren Moegling and Kaundinya. The Catechist class 
usually accompanies them to the preaching station, which is in one of the most 
populous streets of the Town. The Brethren have been agreeably surprised 
by generally finding numerous and orderly congregations. The effects of this 
Preaching are, as yet, known only to Him who knoweth the hearts. Three 
little preaching tours to the adjacent towns have been made, and a longer jour¬ 
ney to the great Heathen festival of Subrahmanya was undertaken in December.

On all these tours the Catechist pupils have accompanied the Brethren, and 
some of them have shown a laudable zeal in speaking to the Heathen with 
whom they came in contact, as far as their knowledge and abilities would 
permit them. 

One of the three Heathen schools superintended by Br. Moegling, has been 
given up, as it was at an inconvenient distance, and small progress was made. 
Of the two which remain, one has a good master, and both may under careful 
superintendence be expected to bear fruit to the Mission. 

Bs. Moegling reports: I have not been able to accomplish much in the literary 
department. I have assisted in a final revision of the Gospels, corrected my Tract on Caste, 
and recast another on the Hindoo Gods. The printing of the Bibliotheca Carnataca has been 
carried on under my eye. 

I have had three Catechumens in the course of this year; two of them, a Musalman and 
a Brahman, have left me again, the latter has turned Musalman ! May the Lord have mercy 
on their souls!—Towards the end of October, a man who looked like a Sanayasi came to me. 
He said his name was Guruayya, and that his native place was Manantoddy; he wished to 
receive instruction and to become a Christian. During my first conversations with him he gave 
me an account, (which he subsequently confessed to have been false) of his past history, and 
assured me that he earnestly desired to be taught the word of God; I replied: “We are com¬ 
manded to MAKE disciples of all nations : I have therefore no objection to receive you as such, 
but you must come as a true disciple, wishing to be taught, and ready to obey.” I asked him 
to consider well, before he came to live with us; after two days deliberation he came for good. 
He made no objection to taking his meals with the Catechist class; when asked to work in the 
Printing Office, he went and placed himself under Mr. Plebst, assuring me however, that his 
object in coming to us was not to gain a livelihood, but to seek the salvation of his soul. 
I found him to be possessed of good natural abilities. He had read in Canarese Barth’s Bible 
stories, and was thus induced to come to us in his search after the truth. From this book 
he had obtained glimpses of light, yet his mind was (as it were) a piece of petrified Vedantism. 
The object of his highest desire was, “the Intuition of God.” He hoped we possessed some 
esoteric doctrine by which we might enable him to attain to this cherished object of his heart. 
Perceiving after a short time, that I doubted the veracity of his story, he, of his own accord 
gave me a true account of his life and circumstances.—His real name is Somaya; he is a 
Native of Coorg, and left his home some years ago, on account of debt. His father had 
been in the service of a former Coorg Bajah. The elder brother of Somaya was made 
Jemadar of the Body Guard of the Bajah, and was in high favor with ETinfhe broke his 
leg while attending the Bajah on a fishing excursion, and died from the unskilful treatment 
of the native Physicians. Somaya was at the age of eleven years taken into the Bajah’s 
Band, and instructed in Music by an Indo-Briton Bandmaster from Mysore. The Bajah was 
passionately fond of Music, and played himself on several instruments. Somaya was in high 
favor, when (1834:) the Coorg war broke out and the Bajah was deposed. Somaya then went 
hack to his family estate, fifteen miles from Mercara. During the so called Coorg insurrec¬ 
tion in 1837, when the Diwan of Coorg called out his adherents, and seized the Bebel-Chief, 
Somaya also did good service, and was rewarded by the Government with a gift of 
land. By this time, he had acquired a knowledge of the Malayalam language under a Mala¬ 
bar Astrologer, and had become acquainted with Lingaites of the Vedantist creed. He 
subsequently made a pilgrimage to Benares to see his old Master the Bajah, and was absent 
from home three years. His return was hailed with joy by his wife; it took him some years 
to repair the injury done to his property by his protracted absence. Three years ago, he 
drew upon himself the displeasure of the Diwan, and lost a large sum of money by a specul¬ 
ation in the Cardamom trade. He went on pilgrimage to Gokarna, with a relative, and one 
Musalman attendant. After two months he revisited his home but the Diwan sent to arrest him; 
he succeeded in eluding the vigilance of his keepers, and after lingering for a day in the vicinity 
of his home, he quitted his afflicted wife and three children, bidding them farewell for ever. 
Nine hours he spent in reaching under cover of night the Mysore territories, wandering all that 
time through jungle paths. He had now no hope nor aim, but thought he would now renounce 
the world entirely and “seek God” in the Pantheistic sense of the phrase. Thus he went from 
place to place, and at last about a year ago came to Mangalore. Passing himself off as a 
Sanyasi, he gathered a few disciples among the Sepoys, who supported him. He exhorted 
these disciples to abstain from drinking and other gross sins, but he found no rest for his 
soul. At last he obtained (as before stated) a copy of Barth’s Bible stories in Canarese from a 
lad living in the house in which he lodged. The reading of this book greatly struck him, he 
thought: Perhaps I may find here true philosophy.—At this time he had a singular dream, to 
the following effect: A Guru (spiritual teacher) had arrived from Europe. All the Europeans 
acknowledged him as their Master; his aspect was singular but majestic. His retinue was 
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composed of black people of the lowest Castes. He wished to speak to the Guru, hut in spite 
of all his exertions through the medium of his retainers, he never could obtain an audience. 
This dream made a vivid impression on his mind; at last he resolved to visit the Euro¬ 
pean Padres in hopes of finding through them, what his heart needed. He came to one of 
our Catechists, who brought him to us. From the outset he was very attentive to the instruc¬ 
tion he received, and soon wearied me with the questions he asked on those portions of 
Scripture we read together. Still for many weeks there was no change. His mind was evidently 
grasping at the new doctrine, but his way of thinking remained the same; it was not easy to 
dislodge from his mind the principles of Pantheism. One day after a lengthened exposition of 
the way of Salvation through the blood of Christ, and of the progressive sanctification of 
believers by the power of the Holy Spirit he said: “Now I see the way m which according to 
the word of God, the soup of man is freed from sin, but what do you teach regarding the 
divine and eternal element of human nature”? (Paramatma)—When reading the Sermon on 
the Mount he was very anxious to hear my explanation of the words Blessed are the pure 
in heart for they shall see God.” When he found that I knew nothing of a present “intui¬ 
tion of God,” but only of a future seeing Him for which we must now be made meet, and 
when I explained to him the difference between the present walk by faith and the future walk by 
sight, he was evidently disappointed. Gradually however, the light of truth dawned on him. 
When at Buntwal, which is finely situated on the bank of the Netrawati river (aM which we 
visited on our late Missionary tour,) he urged me to baptize him without delay, he said. I 
believe in Christ the Son of God, and may be baptized like the Ethiopian Eunuch. I toW 
him that the Eunuch had long known the word of God, and asked tort; *°. 1 
Creed and the Ten Commandments; when he had done so, they were explained to him more 
fully. It was evident that his constant attendance as a listener when we preached on this 
tour, was beneficial to him. He began to discern the difference between P hll "^ p .^ 

and the word of God, saying “The words of philosophers are very fine s .^mg, but the 
language of the word of God is that of plain sense, all it says is real, tilings are, as we 

hear and believe.”_While on this journey, he was told by some of his former acquaintances, 

that his brother who had since his absence managed the family estate had died iast Monsoon, an 
that his own wife and this brother’s widow who were formerly at enmity were ^. r «“ n tome 
had much trouble in transacting the family concerns, they therefore begged him to return home, 
but he said “I am now a Christian, I shall stay with the Padres, perhaps I shall write to 
my wife from Mangalore.” When he told me of all this, I said I thought it was hisi duty to 
go back to his family; this astonished him as he had evidently expected to be called upo 
to forsake all, when he embraced Christianity. Ere long however he 

this was the path of duty, and though with regret at first, is now quite reconciled to 
the idea of returning to his home, in spite of the troubles that await him amon„ his p 
pie in consequence of his conversion to Christianity. A decided change is now to D 
seen in him, especially since he returned with us from the tour above spoken of, his quiet, 
diligent deportment in the Printing Office, drew the attention of the Supermtendent. When 
I told him I would baptize him on the 6th of January, and asked tom wha; new names he 
would like to receive, he asked me, not to give him the name of my offtofwt men who 
are mentioned in the Bible, because, he said, “I am nothing, hut ii great Smner ® e . 
called Stephanas, after one of the first converts of Achaia (I. Cor. xvi, 15.) Since his bap 
tism he has continued to receive instruction from me, and has attended the Biblical lessons 
of the Catechist class. May the Lord cause him to grow I hll

A typographic Press has been established by Br. Plebst, who has 
taken two Indo-Briton Apprentices; the Book-binder has also two new lads ap- 
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prenticed to Mm. A second smaller Canarese type has been planned, and is 
now preparing at Basel. Some hands have been discharged as Typography 
requires fewer men than Lithography; there are fourteen workmen under Mr. 
Plebst’s charge.

Br. Muller has constructed a large clock for the Church of Mangalore 
(St. Paul’s.) He continues to mend watches, sometimes against time, as he is 
much and variously occupied; he has commenced Electro-plating and is now 
in possesssion of an effective apparatus. He has two Apprentices, one an Indo- 
Briton, the other a native of Mangalore. 

Br. Haller has had great success hitherto, in establishing his trade 
among the Mission community. The weaving of common cloth which cannot 
well compete with the Native trade, is being discontinued, and Table cloths, 
Napkins, Handkerchiefs, Turbans, and Shires, are put upon the looms instead 
of the coarse stuffs. The sale is generally brisk and remunerative; there 
are at present twenty seven workmen in this department, the number is 
increasing. 

Book-binding has for many years been carried on profitably; last year 
this department has yielded upwards of Bs. 300 to the Mission. 

The weaving Establishment is nearly self supporting, Br. Haller’s ex¬ 
penditure included. Last year the Mission had to pay upwards of Es. 100 in 
support of it. Next year a larger sum will flow back from it into the Mission 
treasury. 

Br. Muller is supporting himself; the proceeds of the sale of watches, 
clocks, and musical boxes, go towards the repayment of the money originally 
advanced by a Sub-committee at Basel, in behalf of the Industrial department 
of the Mission.

The Brethren here have to thaiik the Lord for continued health; 
Br. Buhrer has enjoyed (for the first time these six years past) 
good health during the Monsoon, though it was more than usually 
rainy.—The station has three outstations, each of which is served by 
a Catechist; they are all regularly visited by the Missionaries. Be¬ 
sides these visits, the Brethren have now and then spent a week or 
two in some of the adjacent villages in which there are enquirers, and 
from these villages they have gone to carry the glad tidings of the 
Gospel, into the hamlets and farm houses around. 

The Catechists meet at Mulki once a month for the Missionary-Prayer 
meeting, when they are also instructed in Biblical history and in composi¬ 
tion on Scriptural themes. They are also counselled regarding the manner in 
which they are to carry on their labors in the Congregation and among the 
Heathen. Thirteen souls have joined us. Five have gone back to Heathenism 
because their worldly hopes were not fulfilled; one of them, it seems, was 
frightened away by the dangerous illness of his wife. The Converts are dili¬ 
gent in reading the word of G-od, and earnest in their endeavors to do good to 
their relations.—The majority of the people cultivate rice; only one family at 
Mulki pursues the dangerous avocation of Toddy drawing. At Utchila most 
of the converts are Toddy drawers, being unable to procure land as tenants. 
At G-udde the greater number are rice cultivators; some of them are very poor, 
and partly dependant on the Mission for work and maintenance; a few old men 
are quite destitute, and cannot work.—The schools, though not numerously 
attended, are in a pleasing state, and the affectionate and attentive behavior 
of the children often refreshes and encourages the Brethren; even the Heathen 
children are much attached to their teachers.—Br. Buhrer has been employed 
in preparing a translation in Tulu of Barth’s Biblical stories. 

Be. Buhrer writes: We have visited almost all the adjacent villages, hamlets, and farm 
houses; the message of the Gospel is variously received by the people. The Birwas (Toddy 
drawers) are the most accessible class on the whole, and from them we have obtained the 
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HONORE.

This Station has been re-occupied after a long interval at the 
beginning of last year. A Chapel was erected here, by the benevo¬ 
lent exertions of a very old and zealous friend of Missions. Our 
Principal directed Br. Ammann to take charge of the long deserted 
station.—On his arrival Br. Ammann found a small congregation of 
Tamulians, who had been brought to the knowledge of the truth by 
a Christian lady, formerly resident at this station; to these were joined 
the few Tulu people who accompanied him from Mulki. Some of the 
Tamul people have since quitted Honore; the rest of the congregation, 
with one exception, have conducted themselves in a satisfactory 
manner. 

Br. Ammann regularly visits a Canarese school, which is maintained 
by the Collector of the District; hut his principal work is the preaching of the 
word of God among the Heathen; he has two stations in the town at which he 
preaches twice or thrice a week. On these occasions many strangers, whom 
lawsuits or Government business bring to Honore, hear the word. Such people 
are generally to he found in the Bazaar of an evening. After hearing the 
Gospel, they frequently come to the Mission house, to make further enquiries 
regarding the way of truth. Besides this out of door work, Br. Ammann

visits the houses of the Natives, hut is not always well received. On such occa* 
sions the word of Paul that the Gospel ought to be preached u in season and 
out. of season,” has often comforted him. Br. Ammann has frequent oppor¬ 
tunities of intercourse with Roman Catholics who are sunk into heathenish 
idolatry; he endeavours to pursuade them to lay hold of the free and rich 
mercy of God in Jesus Christ our Savior.—The Tulu New Testament has been 
revised for reprint this year.—The Catechist has faithfully and conscientiously 
assisted in the labors of the Missionary in the Congregation, in the schools, 
and in the Bazaar.—Many tours have been made both above and below the 
Ghats. 

Extracts or Journals. On the 22nd April I left Honore for Gersoppa, preached in 
the Bazaar, and had an opportunity of directing a sick man to Jesus, the Physician of the 
soul. In the evening again I soon had a crowd of Canarese Brahmans, Musalmans and 
Coolies, all anxious to hear the new Shastra. I testified to them of the salvation which 
is in Christ Jesus. In the old town of Gersoppa, two men from the Ghats were evidently 
impressed by what I told them of Christ’s atoning passion and death; they followed me 
to the house of the officiating (Jaina) Priest, where I also found an attentive audience.— 
24th Went on to Maralli; walked most of the way, conversing meanwhile with my Man- 
cheel bearers, who were much amazed at what they heard. In the evening I saw a Birwa 
marriage; the ceremonies were just the same as those practised in the low country by this 
caste. I spoke against the Bhuta worship, and told the history of our Lord. Later in the 
evening I started for the Falls, but missing the road, did not arrive there till eleven o’clock; 
preached in a village by the wayside.—25th (Sunday.) The magnificent sight of the Falls 
impressed me afresh with the thoughts of God’s creative majesty.—26th Went on to Siddha- 
poor, preached to my bearers, who were ready to hear. Self righteous Karnataka Brahmans 
imputed all evil to God; the more simpleminded Haviga Brahmans listened with attention. 
They told me, that they still had a custom of sacrificing a lamb as an atonement, and that 
they have a tradition, that if the offering is properly made, the lamb Will revive. It used 
to revive, they said, in former ages of the world. The Lingaits though intent upon their 
traffic, seemed earnest in their belief. I preached twice a day either in the Bazaar, or in 
the villages around, and told the people that God commanded all men every where to be¬ 
lieve in Jesus Christ. Some were attentive, others rude and abusive; many said, “All very 
well, but our creed is different.” In the Bungalow I explained “the Mirror of the heart,” 
which is a great favorite with old and young, to many who came to visit me.—30th Went 
on towards Banawasi, spending the day at Chandragutty; preached to some Brahmans and 
distributed books, but they were not well inclined. The Lingaits who were first celebra¬ 
ting a funeral, were the most accessible; they did not oppose but praised the word of 
God. I spoke also in front of a goldsmith’s house. In the evening I was overtaken by a 
thunder storm, and spent the night in a temple dedicated to the Goddess Kali.—1st May. 
Banawasi. Small audiences in the Bazaar, and few visitors in the Bungalow. Preached 
eleven times during my stay; the grand theme was the forgiveness of sin through the 
blood of Jesus Christ. A Jaina man asked me to prove that his Shastra was wrong and 
ours right; I said, No, I need not prove this, my business is to tell you that God loves you 
and wishes you to go to Jesus, to confess your sin and misery: he who is of the truth, will 
hear my words.—5th to 16th May. Sircy. Preached twice a day wherever I could find 
listeners. My chief topics were: Christ has saved you, and atoned for your sins; the misery 
of sin is great, but God who now offers you pardon, is rich in mercy and love; it is not 
optional with you what you do, God commands you to repent and believe. Many listened with 
attention, but some gainsaid and mocked my words, others despised the Lord and His 
message, while a few compared Basava and Christ; many upbraided me with the evil 
courses of a former enquirer, who is now a confirmed drunkard, and a dissolute character. 

I found after all that the people of Sircy were not so totally absorbed in their mercantile 
pursuits as I had expected. Returned to Honore via Coomptah where I preached to the 
household of a Gentleman; the people were all attentive, but one of them said that after 
all, the word of God was of no use, because it did not fill their bellies.—

The Brethren and their families have to praise the Lord for 
His goodness experienced during the past year; they have been 
enabled to carry on their work, without interruption from bad 
health.—In March and April Br. Weigle was at Mangalore, attend¬ 
ing the meetings of the Liturgical Commission, and. of the General 
Conference. Br. Albrecht made a tour from the 26th November 
to the 11th December to the North east of Dharwar chiefly with the 
view of distributing and selling tracts and books. John Banawasi, 
who is preparing for the office of Catechist, accompanied him, and 
was zealous and useful in his intercourse with the people. 

The schools are going on as usual; one of them is in very good order and 
contains many well behaved and intelligent boys; the other has caused much 
trouble and annoyance. The Girls’ school is prospering. The Boarding school 
for girls has been given up, the last six girls having been sent down to 
Mangalore to Mrs. Greiner’s establishment.—The congregation is reduced to 
less than half its former number, principally by the departure of the 6th M. 
N. I.—many of our Church members being Camp followers of that Corps, which 
has been replaced by a Bombay Regiment, to which there are no Native 
Christians attached. Some others who were household servants have left the 
station with their Masters; others have gone to Belgaum where they can 
obtain employment more readily. The Church is now in a satisfactory state. 
The reduction in point of members, would seem to have been to some extent 
as a winnowing of the chaff from the wheat, for those who have left us, were 
for the most part addicted to a wandering life, and all its concomitant evils; 
they were all Tamulians, but now the Canarese people preponderate.—When¬ 
ever it is possible, the Gospel is daily preached in the Bazaar of Dharwar. 
During part of the last year, weekly meetings have been held in the school- 
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rooms for the benefit of adult Hindoos.—Br. Weigle has completed the 
translation of the Prophets, and so completed the task assigned him by the 
Revision Committee of the Madras Auxiliary Bible Society. Since May last he 
has been employed in translating from the German a popular Commentary on the 
Bible, published at home under the munificent patronage of a Mend, who has 
also promised liberal aid towards its republication in other languages. The 
Harmony of the Gospels is ready for the Press. In the course of the last 
year, eight or nine enquirers have come to us, all like Festus of old a almost 
persuaded to become Christians." Though it is sad to see these men draw 
nigh to the straight gate and then go back, yet the frequent occurrence of 
such conduct, proves that the leaven is at work. In some localities (Kittoor 
for instance,) the opposition of the Brahmans is more strenuous; yet we know 
many who are, no doubt, in earnest in their enquiries after truth; even among 
the Mahomedans a spirit of enquiry is occasionally visible. 

One man called Adaviappa has become a Catechumen. He was in our 
school formerly and became a shopkeeper. In this he did not succeed, so he 
undertook to be a travelling agent to a native merchant, whose goods he 
conveyed in a cart from Dharwar to Sircy, bartering the produce of one dis¬ 
trict for that of the other. During these trips he had much leisure for read¬ 
ing. The perusal of some Christian books induced him to come to us; he gave 
his Lingam to Br. Albrecht, and said he wished to become a disciple of 
Christ. The next day his mother came, lamenting that she had lost the stay 
of her old age. The following Adaviappa’s wife went to her native village, 
without even coming to see him. Hearing of his wife’s intention the young 
man foolishly went to his house in hopes of recovering her, or at least some 
money which she had. When he came near his house, he was surrounded by a 
crowd, who abused him, and gave him some blows. He could not gain admis¬ 
sion to his dwelling, so he remained in the- midst of the increasing crowd, and 
(as he afterwards confessed) strove to pacify them by denying his new 
persuasions. The more he swerved from the truth, the more he lost courage. 
He was obliged to pass the night under restraint in the Verandah of a house; 
but his mind was ill at ease. Early in the morning he contrived to escape 
and came to recount his night’s adventures to us, shedding many tears, which 
we hope were genuine; it was truly pitiful to hear him confess his backsliding 
almost before he had well entered on a Christian course. Since then he has 
walked consistently, but is weak, physically and mentally.—A well educated 
Musalman youth of good family gave us good hopes. He had been for months 
in the habit of visiting the Mission premises, reading and praying with the 
Brethren and with some of the Converts and was on the point of making a 
public avowal of his faith in a crucified Saviour, when he was told that the 
Cholera had carried off many of his relations in his father’s house, fifty miles 
distant from Dharwar, and that his presence was immediately required. He 
went with a sad heart, commended to the grace of God in prayer. For nearly 
a month we heard nothing of him; then letters came, announcing the death of 
his wife and of other relatives. He continued to assure us that he would soon 
return, and confess Christ, but he has not yet done so; our latest intelligence 
is that his father, having found out his leaning towards Christianity, has ob¬ 
tained employment for him in a School, in hopes of preventing his return to 
Dharwar. We still hope he will come back in the Lord’s good time, for no 
doubt his mind was deeply impressed with the truth; and may not the trials 
he has endured, have been blessed to his soul?— 
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Extracts from Br. Albrecht’s Diary. 

At Garag many people asked for the book from -which I had been reading to them; it 
was the New Testament. When they found that a small price was put upon it, few were willing 
to nay it, and even these drew back, when they saw it was bound in leather! For the greater 
part of the day the Bangalow was full of visitors; but only one Gospel was sold, to a Lingaite 
who spoke much against caste. Among my hearers were some Jams, who at first assented to 
what I said, but after a while took refuge in their favorite objection to Christianity m regard to 
the use of animal food. When told that hundreds of living creatures are destroyed by people 
walking or drinking water, they said a man was not responsible for what he did unwillingly; 
but when I asked them whether, supposing they were guiltless in this respect, they were equally 
free from all other sins, they were silent. A Musalman who very cleverly and unsparingly 
exposed the folly of idolatry, said, “I quite agree with you, except on one point; you ought 
not to call the Prophet Jesus the Son of God.” : I answered him from 1 John iv. 3. Another 
Musalman objected to the use of the Plural number of the word “God” m the Bible. My 
chief aim was to direct the attention of the people to the word of God, as the only source of 
wisdom and salvation. Some listened attentively, especially to the Parables; one old man 
honestly said, “Alas! we are so entangled in the things of this world, that I fear we shall be 
like unto the seed which fell among thorns.”—At Madinabhavi an old Brahman woman at¬ 
tracted my notice; she listened so eagerly, and when I invited discussion on what they had 
heard, she said, “You are clever people, and so are those you teach. I at one time thought I 
could atone for sin by fasting, and practised it accordingly for many years; but some boys 
who attended your school at Nor indr a, once said to me, 'If by fasting you can acquire a title 
to heaven, then all those who have died of famine must of course be saved.’ Since then I have 
left off fasting. ” An old Brahman who spoke with great contempt of the popular idolatry, said 
at last, “Truly every one ought to believe in the One God who manifests himself daily.” When 
asked to explain his meaning, it appeared, alas, that he meant the sun who daily sheds his 
enlivening rays over the whole earth. He was greatly astonished, when I told him of the ap¬ 
proaching dissolution of this world, and of the “ new heavens and the new earth wherein 
dwelleth righteousness”. At Kittur I had many hearers. Some started the old objection about 
the use of animal food. I tried to put them.to silence by telling them, that they were guilty 
of a much greater sin, that of trafficking in human flesh, in allusion to the way in which 
children are bought and sold for marriage. This seemed to strike them, and they were greatly 
shocked, when told that the sugar of which they are so fond, is refined with-blood. These 
remarks paved the way for an exposition of the words of our Lord in Matth. xv. 17—20. In 
one of the temples I found the Headman of the place, with many of the Writers and other 
Cutcherry Officials. I spoke to them of the folly and sinfulness of worshipping an idol, the like¬ 
ness of a monkey! One man said,” Can the Bible move or speak; can it reward or punish?— 
and yet the Bible is kissed whenever an oath is taken in your Courts.” I enquired about an 
old Banyan who visited us about six months ago, and said, he would become a Christian; but 
heard that he had died soon after we had seen him at Dharwar. Oh! that he had not delayed.— 
At Shigelxally, where the Gospel had never before been preached, it was listened to with great 
attention. At Budrakatta I preached on Matth. vli. 13-27 to a large assemblage, and sold several 
tracts; but when I offered a New Testament at a very reduced price, one who had been a most 
attentive hearer, said, “ This will not do for me, for if I read this book, I shall be compelled 
to break my caste, and forsake all I have.” When I spoke to an old Jain Priest of the 
necessity of regeneration, he answered me in the very words of Nicodemus. (John iii. 4.) This 
was a welcome opportunity for expounding that precious Chapter.—On the first morning of my 
stay at Uppina Bettigherry, I had a concourse of about two hundred people, to whom I preached 
for two hours on Matth. iv. 3—32. They were very orderly; but afterwards a spirit of oppo¬ 
sition arose, which made me fear that I should have little success. To my surprise however, 
the Headman of the village who had been very noisy, bought a New Testament, saying, he 
wanted it not onlv for his own use, but also for the good of others. Subsequently I had a ready 
sale of books and tracts, and spoke to many, who had retained a good deal of what they had 
heard on former occasions. In other places also, I found that the seed sown years ago, is still 
living. May it bring forth the blade and the full corn in the ear; and may the kingdoms 
of this world speedily become the kingdoms of our Lord and of His Christ. Amen!

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HOOBLY.

This congregation has increased numerically, and we hope also 
grown in grace. The frequent conversions begin to excite alarm and 
enmity. The converts are called fools and mad men. The Sunday 
services at the Mission House are not so much attended, as before, by 
the people from the town. They say, they are afraid of being be¬ 
witched. The schools in the town are in a flourishing state. A 
school has recently been opened for the Christian children in the 
Mission compound. Br. Muller continues to preach the Gospel 
in the streets of Hoobly and in the adjacent villages. He also made a 
short Missionary tour in December last. 

Two Goldsmiths and one Coppersmith joined us towards the end of last 
year. The Goldsmiths are brothers, and one of them is a married man, and 
had to leave his wife and child, when he became a Christian. The mother 
took the child to her village, about thirty miles from Hoobly. In January 
1852 Maharudra went to try to persuade his family to join him, hut he had 
to come hack alone. In the middle of April the wife came to visit her 
relatives, with the intention, as we afterwards ascertained, of marrying the girl 
to a Heathen; for she said, “It is enough that the father has gone to ruin; the 
daughter shall not do so also.” The little girl came to the Mission compound 
with her grandmother; when asked to stay with her father, she said, “No!” Next 
day the child came again with her mother and grandmother, but as soon as 
their curiosity was satisfied, they went away. Two days after the girl came 
again with a young hoy, her uncle. When asked by her father to stay with 
him, she said, “Yes!” and allowed her uncle to go away by himself. A couple of 
hours after this, we had crowds of noisy visitors who wanted to recover the 
girl. The mother lodged a complaint with the native authorities of the place, 
asserting (as usual) that the girl had been entrapped, and was now forcibly 
detained. When questioned by the native Magistrate, the girl said, “Nobody 
compelled me to come here; I came of my own accord with my uncle.” She refused 
to go hack to her mother. The native Magistrate then decided, that the matter 
should be referred to the Collector, and that, in the mean time, the girl should 
live in the family of some impartial man. This proposal satisfied all parties, 
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but after all, she spent the intervening time with her mother. The Collector 
very considerately decided that, as the girl had been in her mother’s custody 
for eight days, she should now spend three days in that of her father, care 
being taken that she should not break her caste; the mother was allowed to 
prepare and bring her food, and to have free access to her. At the end of 
the three days, the Mamildar was directed to ask the girl in the presence of 
both her parents, with whom she wished to reside? When he did so she 
answered, “With my father.” This decision was final; the Brahman Magistrate 
found himself obliged to abide by it, though it went sorely against him to do 
so. The girl was given in charge to one of the convert’s wives, and has 
improved both bodily and mentally, since she came under Christian influence. 
If the baneful effects of Heathenism are apparent in one sphere more than ano¬ 
ther, it is in the bad training of their children, the very tenderness of the 
parents tending to the ruin of their offspring. Within the last few days, the 
mother has come to the Mission house; she is as yet opposed to the Gospel, 
but attracted by her love to her husband and child. We hope she may eventu¬ 
ally feel the power of the truth, and that the entire family will, ere long, he 
united in the Lord.—Timotheus, who was baptized last year, has been joined 
by his parents and four brothers. The children attend school, and the adults are 
preparing for baptism. Abraham has been cheered by seeing his sister with her 
husband and one child, come to us. All the converts support themselves. Isaac, 
the oldest of them, cultivates the Mission compound, and keeps a few buffaloes. 
Others maintain themselves by weaving. Even the little boys help by winding 
thread &c., when their school lessons are finished. The Goldsmiths carry on their 
trade, and it is satisfactory to hear even from the Heathen a good report of their 
integrity. They are very intelligent, and faithful in preaching the word to those 
who visit their shop. The Coppersmith who is very clever at his trade, though 
in other respects a simple minded man, not having capital enough to set up 
on his own account, works for other coppersmiths and merchants in the town. 
He does not make much in this way, but earns his daily bread, for which he is 
thankful. It is pleasing to see all these people plying their trades busily 
within the quiet precincts of the Mission compound. The inward life of the 
Converts prospers also, except a few of the younger men, who are rather un¬ 
settled. We have reason to hope that all have experienced the life giving power 
of God’s word. 

Bn. Muller writes : Missionary tours, the arrival of new Catechumens, building 
houses for our people, and other avocations, have prevented my devoting so much time as 
usual to the preaching of the Gospel; yet whenever it was practicable, I have not neglected 
this most important duty. I have no fixed preaching places, hut use the Verandah of the 
school house, the Bazaar, the streets and lanes, sometimes even the Verandah or the in¬ 
terior of a native house; for I find free access to all the dwellings in and about Hoobly; 
some of the owners even look upon it as an honor to receive a visit. I generally take the 
New Testament with me, and embrace the first opportunity to lead the conversation to the 
fountain head of truth. The Heathen often say, that the reading and expounding of God’s 
word is more useful than arguments and proofs of human wisdom; therefore we seldom 
argue, though I am ready to do so, when I meet with sensible and serious enquirers. 
Many visit us, with whom I converse. Two young men come almost every Sunday; they 
have been awakened, and cannot find peace in adhering to heathenism, but as yet have not 
been able to leave all, for the sake of the Kingdom of God; they seem to wish to put the 
new wine into the old bottles. Light is perceptibly dawning on this dark land through the 
preaching of the Gospel. Many even say, that if the Guru Basava whom they expect, does 
not come within the next two years, they will believe that Jesus Christ whom we preach, 
is the great Guru.

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BETTIGHERRY.

During the last year it has pleased the Lord to lay the founda¬ 
tions of a Christian church at this station. A few weeks after Br. 
Wurth’s arrival two families made a profession of faith; and 
while these were preparing for baptism, others came. On the 13th 
June Br. Wurth had the joy of baptizing twelve people, eight 
adults and four children. Since then two more have come in, and the 
congregation now consists of fifteen souls, nine Communicants, one 
Catechumen and five children. 

Two of the young men are exposed to strong temptations. One of them has 
too much intercourse with his heathen relatives, whose conversation cannot 
benefit him. The other has impaired his mental faculties by his intemperate 
habits during the time of his ignorance. In the evening all the young men 
attend school; they learn to read and write, and listen to the exposition of 
Biblical history.—However weak the beginning may be, one important step 
has been taken; heathenish sins have been forsaken; even those who are with¬ 
out, bear witness to the good conduct of the converts. When one of them, 
after weaving a piece of cloth, faithfully returned the silk and yarn that re¬ 
mained, to his employer, saying, that as a Christian he thought it wrong to 
retain any, the owner was evidently astonished and said, “I shall give you 
as much work as you like.” We feel amidst much weakness, that we are 
as a city set on a hill, a light shining in the night of heathenism. In the 
house of the heathen sister of one of our people, several men lately met to 
smoke bang. They began to abuse the landlady’s brother, because he had 
become a Christian. But she said, “You are going from bad to worse;, do 
not abuse my brother, who is walking in a good way.”—All the Christians 
are weavers; the younger men are apprenticed to the master weavers. They are 
quite able to support themsdves, aiid find a good demand for their cloth, 
which is prized for the durability of its colors. 

The schools have suffered much from the late conversions. In fact we had 
to give them all up for a season; now we have reestablished three in Bettigherry, 
though still with few scholars. A new school has been opened at Lakkundi, a 
large village six miles distant. The Catechist has served faithfully according 
to his strength, but has suffered much from a chest complaint, and has now 
gone to the Malabar Coast for change of air, in hopes, it may please the Lord 
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to restore him. Two other young men Paul and Solomon, who are preparing 
for the office of Catechists, also make themselves useful in conversing with the 
Natives, especially with their own Mends and relatives. At Surib&na, thirty six 
miles distant in a North westerly direction, where Paul had many old acquain¬ 
tances of the weaver caste, he spent a few days in November last. At first 
they asked, “What do these new Feringees want?” hut finding afterwards that 
Paul and his companion were in all respects Hindoos, except as regards their 
views concerning heavenly things, they became more familiar and listened 
attentively to the preaching of the Gospel, so that, when Br. Wurth arrived 
four days later, many were beginning to think, whether they should not forsake 
their old way, and lay hold on the truth, as it is in Jesus. Br. Wurth was 
sorry, as he could not spare more time for intercourse with these interesting 
people. 

Bb. Wurth writes: From February to April last year I generally preached every 
evening in one of the Schoolrooms, expounding the Gospel of Matthew. I had good 
audience until some were induced to join us ; then the numbers quickly fell off, so that 
at last none came but a few pertinacious disputers. I therefore thought it better to visit 
the people in their houses, and to preach Christ wherever I could collect hearers.—Being 
alone, I was unable to make any longer tour, but I spent four days in April at Lakkundi, 
where I had many listeners, especially on the market day. The account of Lazarus being 
raised from the dead, and the history of our Lord’s sufferings were heard with much interest. 
—From the 29th Nov. to the 21st Dec. I made a tour in a North westerly direction, and 
in some places made friendships with people of enquiring minds, which I hope will lead 
to further results. Solomon who went with me, was very useful; when I was wearied 
he would take up the conversation, and often practically refute the objections made, by 
presenting himself as an instance, the first they had ever seen, of a Hindoo who had be¬ 
come a Christian. Some promised soon to come, and to forsake their old sinful ways; 
others asked the name of our God, in order that they might pray to him. 

History op the Convert Jonas Nijappa. As I came out of my room on the after¬ 
noon of the 1st May, a young man appeared with a brass vessel, filled with flowers in his 
hand. He was the servant of Nilalsanthaya, the High priest of the “White Loom Wea¬ 
vers, ” a sect founded by Jadara Dasimeyya, a weaver and Lingaite Saint mentioned in the 
Basava Purana. He had plucked the flowers for the household Gods of his master. The 
youth’s history is as follows: Born at Teradala, about seventy miles to the North of our sta¬ 
tion in the Nizam’s country, he lost his parents in early life, and was brought up by some 
relations. Before he had qnite learned the trade of his caste, the High Priest offered to take 
him as his servant. He gladly consented, partly from a love of a roving life, partly from a 
secret hope, that in the service of so holy a man he himself would find the way of salva¬ 
tion. But he was sadly disappointed; the holy man while enforcing abstinence on others, led 
a life quite opposed to his teaching; recommending a vegetable diet to his disciples, he 
feasted on meat daily, and Oh error! compelled his servant to kill a fowl for him every 
day. Besides this the young’ man had many opportunities of knowing the scandalous lives 
not only of his master, but of others who were reputed holy men. He was corrupted by 
these bad examples, and learned to smoke bang, which has stupified him. But the Lord 
had mercy in store for him. He once heard me argue with a proud, conceited man; my 
theme was, that the holy life of Jesus must be looked upon as a proof of His divinity. 
This conversation was at first rather unsatisfactory from the wrangling of my opponent, the 
Shastree, but terminated in a more peaceful way, and the listening crowd dispersed, not 
altogether, I trust, unimpressed with the truth of God. Since that day the young man 
has occasionally visited our Converts, and spoken with them on the way of salvation. 
At last he came to me as above stated. Having just plucked flowers for an idolatrous 
ceremony, I was rather doubtful of his sincerity. He said, he would first go with his 
master to his own village once more, and then come back to confess Christ before men. 
Heavy rain set in, so that his master’s journey was put off; so he came at once to a decided 
resolution, and visited me the next morning, announcing his determination to stay with us. 
When I was speaking to him of the importance of the step, he meditated, he threw his Linga 
on the ground with such violence, that it was cracked in several places, and said: 
“ This is a false God! ”—He has been with ns ever since, and while endeavouring to ac¬ 
quire a better knowledge of his weaving trade, he is the cook of our young people.—It is 
said, that his old master who has read many of our books, is persuaded of the truth of 
Christianity; but how hard for one, who has for so many years taught another system, to 
recant in his old age!—The young man was baptized by the name of Jonas on the 13th 
July. May his name be in the, book of life!

Br. Leonberger manages the plantation with energy and success, 
and uses his opportunities of speaking to his farm servants and 
laborers of the one thing needful.—He has had much trouble from 
the conduct of some of the old farm servants, who were discovered in 
attempting to discourage and frighten away enquirers; but he hopes 
gradually to gather around him a better stock of people.—The congre¬ 
gation has sustained a severe loss by the death of its most earnest and 
zealous member, Daniel. (Particulars of this event will be given below.) 
The schools in the surrounding villages have been given up, on ac¬ 
count of the scanty attendance; the conversions at Bettigherry scared 
away the pupils. But a boys’ school has lately been opened in the 
Mission house, which promises to do well; there are eighteen scholars 
in it, a goodly number for so small a place.—The Catechist Jacob 
Kamsika has been very useful; he has preached and visited the 
schools diligently, and also assisted in the superintendence of the 
farm. 

Br. Leonberger writes: On the evening of the 16th April I had gone 
to visit Br. Wtirth at Bettigherry, when one of the servants came to tell me, 
that Daniel had been bitten by a snake. I hastened back, but was met by two 
other men, who told me that he was dead!—Daniel had gone to draw water 
from the well, which was nearly empty from the large quantity used in water¬ 
ing the sugar cane. Being unable to fill his vessel, he called a man, whom he 
desired to descend about six feet into the well and reach the vessel up to him. 
Daniel stood on the platform, and while stooping down to reach the vessel, 
a snake issued forth from a hole in the wall, and bit his left footbelow the 
ancle. To judge from the size of the wound, it must have been inflicted by a 
very large animal. The reptile immediately retreated to its hole. The wound bled 
profusely. The Catechist was called, and native medicines applied by some of 
the people. After taking the medicine, Jacob prayed with him, and bade him 
look to Jesus, the only true deliverer from every trouble. Daniel said, “I 
trust in Him, I lay hold of Him, I am ready to die, looking to Him.” While 
Jacob was conversing with the sick man and the by-standers, three quarter 
of an hour after the accident, Daniel became speechless, but answered a 
few questions by signs; in a quarter of an hour more he died.—Cheerful 
and peaceful in life, so he was in his last hours. Our loss is truly great, yet 
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we rejoice in his death, for he had been earnest to be the Lord’s, whether he 
lived or died; he was fifty three years of age. The snake was not a Cobra di 
Capello, but another kind, called Purangaddy, which grows to the thickness of 
a man’s wrist, and is often found in sugar cane fields. We have killed many 
of this species. 

On the 18th October an old man of sixty, of the Jain caste, came here, desiring to 
become a Christian. He had never seen a Missionary, hut had an idea, that Christianity was a 
good caste which he would like to enter. Some years ago he read the “Sentences of Manappa,” 
a heathen hook which recommends people to forsake the world. He was thus induced 
to become a hermit, hut was dissuaded by a Lingaite, who had set up himself as a teacher 
and soothsayer. Subsequently he met a nominal Christian, who had been excluded from 
our congregation. This man advised him to come to us, and we would tell him the true way 
to happiness. He consulted the Lingaite soothsayer, who told him to cast some cowries, (which 
are used like dice,) and then said, “If you go to Malasamudra, there death awaits you”! 
“Well then,” said the old man, “I know I have not many days to live; let me die near the 
Padre!”—I often visit the surrounding villages at night, accompanied by the Catechist, for 
during the day the people are all at work in the fields; but the attention of the hearers is 
very variable. Once when I told them something of European husbandry, and of the life of 
German peasants, they all gave ear; but when I added, that the chief difference between 
them and the peasantry of Europe consisted in their ignorance of the word of truth and peace, 
they soon managed to slip away with various excuses.—To some the Gospel has evidently 
been a savour of Death. One man who lived near us for six years, and always said he 
would become a Christian, died miserably the other day on his way to a heathen shrine, to 
which he was being carried, in hopes of getting rid of a painful disease. Another who has 
heard the Gospel for ten years, is now engaged in explaining Shastras and practising

Br. Kies has been obliged to remain at his station almost the 
whole year, engaged partly in the erection of the Mission house, but 
much more in attending to the Wants of the infant congregation. His 
health which was much impaired in the beginning of last year, has 
been mercifully restored of late. The Catechist Christian has rendered 
valuable aid both in the spiritual and temporal Work of the Station. 

In March last Christian took a journey to the East and North and visited 
old friends who had formerly appeared well disposed; but he brought back 
sad news; he found them all turned back to their former darkness. Lately 
however a brother of his wife has come to see him. He says that many of 
those, of whom good hopes were entertained, have asked him to bring back 
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very particular Intelligence concerning our people, as they intend to come on 
trial and join us, if things are to their mind. This man seems more than 
ever disposed to stay with his sister and her husband, and to make use of the 
opportunities of hearing the word of God. 

Br. Kies has a daily Evening Service, when the Epistles of St. 
Paul are practically expounded. These services have been much bles¬ 
sed, and have tended to knit together the pastor and his flock in the 
bonds of love. Nine new members have been added to the com¬ 
munity. All the men are weavers. Two of them have been sent to 
Mangalore to be instructed by Br. Haller in the use of an improved 
European loom, which will enable them to excel the native weavers.— 
The Gospel has been preached in the Bazaar, in the Schoolroom, and 
in heathen dwellings; the visitors who are attracted to our Bangalow 
by curiosity, generally hear some Gospel truth also. 

Br. Kies writes: On the 26 th March I had the sorrow of losing Peter, 
the energetic leader of our small flock. He had been ailing for some weeks, 
hut his career was terminated sooner than I expected. Thank God! he was 
fully prepared. Two days before he died, he said to Christian, “Do not weep for 
me! have I not found the Saviour in my old age? rather pray that He may 
soon take me hence.” Many heathen seemed to be affected, when they attended 
his funeral; hut others mocked at the hope of resurrection, of which I gave 
testimony in praying at his grave.—I had the pleasure of baptizing one woman 
on the 4th April, and several other people on 13th June. They endeavour to 
live unto their Lord and Saviour, and are rejoicing in faith and in Christian 
fellowship. I may say the same of all the Converts, though certainly there is 
much room for exhortation and improvement, and bearing and forbearing. For 
some time all the Converts are living in a large house near the Mission house, 
until they can be accommodated within our premises; this house is lent to 
them, by their former employer Shivabasappa, a well inclined heathen. The 
eldest son of our Convert Samuel, Parva, is now very desirous of baptism, and 
will no doubt be followed by his brothers and sister; the father too longs to be 
reunited with his family, and I trust, that the Lord will enable us and them to 
overcome all the obstacles, which still beset their path.—I have at present no 
Catechumens, but there are several men who are only deterred by financial diffi¬ 
culties from acting up to their convictions. There was a poor day-laborer by 
name Parma, who had given me hopes; but about two months ago he died of 
Hydrophobia. When he felt the fatal symptoms, he''sent for me; I saw he was 
on the brink of eternity, prayed with him, and directed him to the Saviour of 
sinners. He said he confided solely in the merits of Jesus Christ. I offered to 
baptize him in that name, but found his stock of Christian knowledge was not 
sufficient to create in him a proper idea of, nor a proportionate desire for 
baptism. Mean-while the symptoms of his malady became more alarming; so 
I could only commend his soul to Him, who saved even the thief upon the 
cross. The next day he died in dreadful agonies. Several young men who 
wore in a hopeful state, have turned back to Hindoo Pantheism. ..This unhappy 
change has been mainly effected by one of their number, Kajati, who had ever 
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regarded the Gospel rather in a speculative light, instead of receiving it as the 
remedy for his spiritual disease. When in consequence of the conversions of 
many individuals, the first storms of Heathen enmity broke out, this youth had 
not strength to take up the cross; at first he confessed his weakness, then he tried 
to justify himself, at last he learnt from a Mahommedan their vulgar objections 
and blasphemies against the Gospel, and since then is decided in his enmity. 
He visits all enquirers and endeavours either to dissuade or frighten them, and, 
alas! his zeal has been but too successful. Weak beginners are easily imposed 
upon by one, who states that he was formerly a great admirer of God’s word, 
but that a closer examination of its doctrine, and a better acquaintance with 
Christians, have convinced him that this Eeligion is, after all, but one of the 
many systems of worship, which are one and all of no real value to the Philoso¬ 
pher, and not worth the sacrifice of caste, nor the severance of family ties. It is 
in vain to expostulate with this man’s intellectual pride and love of the world, 
which have closed his heart against the truth. By the enmity of this youth, 
and the death of Peter, whose courageous example and constant life had made 
a good impression on many, the prospects of our station are to human eyes 
darkened for a time, and it seems as if the time of drawing the net had passed 
away for a season. I feel more than ever the need of strength from on high, to 
enable me to continue patiently to preach Christ to the congregation, that it 
may be renewed and quickened by the Spirit;—and for enquiring souls, that they 
may obtain Grace to break through the bonds of darkness and be born again 
so that people around us, who still sit in darkness and in the shadow of death’ 
may behold Christ, who is the true Light and Life of the Worldl

The Brethren have been permitted to prosecute their labors 

without interruption. Br. Gundertfs health has improved, but he is 
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fctill obliged to husband his voice, though he has of late preached 
several times without injury.—Br. Hebich’s hands have been 
strengthened by Br. Diez, who has now made considerable progress 
in the English and Malayalam languages.—Two new Catechists also 
form a welcome and useful addition to the strength of the Mission. 
The health of the Brethren Searle and O’Brien, which had been im¬ 
paired by too much exposure to the climate, has been restored, and 
they pursue their work with vigour. Two new outstations have been 
established, one at Palghat, where the Christian liberality of an English 
friend has enabled our Mission to obtain a permanent footing;—the 
other at Taliparambu, one of the centres of idolatry in the province. 

The schools at this station are, on the whole, in a prosperous state. 
The Boys’ Boarding School will be transferred to the District Orphan House at 
Tellicherry. The Girls’ School under Mrs. Gundert has lost in the course of 
last year, eight of its inmates by marriage, and one by death. It now numbers 
53 children; they are obedient and diligent, and have kept pretty free from 
their besetting sin of quarrelling. Many of the children, even of the younger 
ones, regularly unite in prayer of their own accord. Among the elder girls 
there are at present none who are distinguished by peculiar gifts; but we have 
reason to hope that all will make good housewives and mothers. One of 
them, originally a Roman Catholic, has publicly renounced her connexion 
with the Romish Church, and gives much satisfaction. Of the ten or eleven 
newly admitted girls, several give a good deal of trouble. The congregation 
has not been much enlarged. A few individuals have joined; three amongst them 
are weavers from Chirakal. No entire families have been added. But at Palghat 
a new congregation has been founded, consisting chiefly of Tamulians. About 
twenty of these, who are Camp-followers of the 20th Regt. M. N. L, now sta¬ 
tioned at Palghat, will soon come with this corps to Cannanore; then it will be 
shewn who amongst them are more then nominal Christians. Br. Hebich has 
made several Missionary tours, and visited as usual the heathen festivals of 
Taliparambu and Payawiir; on both occasions he was accompanied by seven 
Catechists and twelve Preparandi from the Mangalore Catechist School. From 
the 15th April to the 18th May he visited Palghat and the surrounding country, 
and Coimbatoor and the Nilagiris; from the 9th August to the 3rd September 
Palghat, Coimbatoor and Malliaptiram, and from the 13th to the 26th Decem¬ 
ber Palghat and Malliapuram. On all these tours he was accompanied and 
effectually assisted in his labors by the Catechist Joseph Jacobi. 

It is a matter of regret to the Brethren, that during the past year they 
have not been able to continue regular preaching in the streets of Cannanore. 
Yet all of them have frequently addressed those, whom they met in their walks 
through the town and its outskirts. 

Br. Gundert has been occupied with literary labors; he has translated 
the Book of Revelation, and aided in the revision of his draft translation of 
the Epistles, so that the latter part of the New Testament is now ready for the, 
press. He has also translated the three last of the Minor Prophets, and the 
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first forty Psalms; besides these Biblical labors, be has revised Zeller’s Biblical 
Catechism, and begun to translate those parts of our new Liturgy which are 
first wanted; he has likewise finished the first part of the Malayalam Syntax 
for the use of Vernacular Schools. 

Br. Hebich writes: Our little band of Catechists has received a welcome accession 
in the person of Charles Stocking. Three Catechists have been married, and are doing well; 
all of them have now a separate household.—In the Anjarkandy congregation all goes on pros¬ 
perously. Every month the Lord’s Supper is administered there. The Church members often 
visit the church at Cannanore. On the 25th of June we elected five Elders, who are called “Ser¬ 
vants of the Church”; they are truly faithful men. My beloved Timothy, the Catechist, gives 
great satisfaction.—At Palghat I found the Brethren O’Brien and Daniel doing very well; they 
are zealous, go about preaching in every direction, are acceptable to the people, and blessed of 
the Lord. Hallelujah! Amen.—When I first celebrated the Lord’s Supper at Palghat, twelve 
were admitted, and at the second time, four others joined the Church. Between April and 
September 1852 an especial blessing has rested on our labors in this district. Thousands of 
Natives have heard the blessed Gospel of the Son of God, which was proclaimed in the town 
and its vicinity, and large supplies of books and tracts have been distributed, and thanks be 
to the Lord, new life seems to spring up among the Natives and Indo-Britons, who have gathered 
around us. Among the Band of the 20th Regiment, a daily prayer-meeting has been established; 
several Heathen servants of European families have been awakened, and are preparing to 
turn to Christ with their households. Some of the native inhabitants of Palghat and Kodu- 
vayur (a village six miles distant from Palghat) are under serious impressions. At the latter 
place, a Nair twenty three years of age, begins to love the Lord Jesus, and gives us great 
hope. On the 19th September the Catechists Paul and C. Stocking with their wives, the wea¬ 
ver Jacob and old Simeon as their assistants, were exhorted and commended to the Grace of 
the Lord in presence of the Cannanore congregation, before being despatched to the new out- 
station Taliparambu. One of the principal Brahmans of this place, who used in former years 
to behave very unkindly to us, said some days ago to one of our Catechists, who was standing 
at the door of the Mission house, “Well, we did all we could to counteract the plans of your 
Padre, but he has carried his point. As you now dwell in the midst of us, we shall be kind to 
you; only pray, do not tell us to become Christians!” 

Br. Gundert writes : Three of our girls have been married to Catechists of this station. 
Six days before one of them (Martha) was married to Br. Stocking, her aunt, Sndham, who 
came from Telliciierry some years ago, died of a lingering consumption. .A few moments 
before her death, she confessed with faltering voice a sin, which seemed to weigh on her mind 
in this last extremity. While I was praying with her, she fell asleep in the confidence, that 
the blood of Christ cleanseth from all unrighteousness. Another poor woman died after her 
confinement. She desired to see her six children, received the Lord’s Supper, and lingered for 
a week. When the last hour came, she took leave of her family, and when asked, if she found it 
very hard to part from them, she said, “No! this is passed; I now wish to meet the Lord Jesus.” 
She half arose from her couch, and fell back lifeless. It is truly delightful, occasionally to 
witness such a happy termination of the lives of those who, during their pilgrimage, had not 
manifested any peculiar excellence in faith or practice. A widow woman of the weaver caste 
joined us in July last, in consequence of domestic unhappiness. She is now astonished at the 
seemingly accidental way, in which she found the priceless treasure of the Gospel. In con¬ 
sequence of her joining us, some of the elders of her caste have exhorted the whole weaver 
community to avoid that disposition to idleness and quarrelling which, they say, has been the 
ruin of their caste. The use of toddy has been forbidden by common consent of the villagers. 
How long this good resolution may last, who cap. tell? Yet it is something, to wage war 
against even one of the heathenish vices; and Jacob! our Catechist, seems to find more willing 
listeners in the villages, ever since this singular resolution has been adopted by them.

During tlie past year tire Brethren have experienced the good¬ 
ness of God in their families, as well as in the discharge of their duties. 
To Him he the praise for all His Mercies. The health of Mrs. Irion 
failed in 1851; it was then hoped, that one year’s residence on the 
Nilagiris would restore her; hut the Lord had ordered otherwise, for 
it appeared in the beginning of 1852 that her complaint had gained 
ground. Br. Irion whose health was also impaired, had to leave his 
station at the end of April, and to join his family on the Hills ; hut in 
August last, a kind and skilful medical man undertook the treatment 
of Mrs. Irion’s complaint with such effect, that our much tried sister 
was at last relieved of her prolonged sufferings, and enabled to return 
with her husband to Tellicherry in November, since which time they 
have both been pretty well. During the absence of Br. Irion, Br. 
Muller had to confine himself principally to the care of the Congrega¬ 
tion, and the current business of the Station, hut since the return of 
Br. Irion, the message of Peace can he proclaimed with renewed 
energy. Br. Muller made a tour through the Weynaad District 
up to the Nilagiris in April last, and had many opportunities of preach¬ 
ing the Gospel, especially at Manantody. After a fortnight’s stay 
with the Mission family at Kaity, he returned to his post, refreshed 
in body and soul. 

The congregation has increased during the past year, five adults and 
seven children having been added to it; the new comers walk in a becoming 
manner, and rejoice in the salvation which is in Christ. In many of the 
Church members, there are pleasing tokens of a growth in Grace ; we do not 
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say, there are no manifestations of old and sinful habits, but most of our 
Christians really desire to overcome the flesh by the spirit. Most of the 
families gain their own livelihood; only one very aged man is dependant on 
the Mission; some are inmates of the Poor House. Many of our people obtain 
employment in our Weaving and Printing Establishments. All the boys 
lately sent away from our school, have been apprenticed in our workshops; 
we hope they will hereafter be able to support themselves by the labor of their 
hands. An important change has taken place in the educational institution of 
this station. The most promising boys were sent to Mangalore to enter the 
Catechist class; others were apprenticed to trades carried on in the Mission 
Compound. The remainder of the youths, who formed part of the former 
Boarding School, are retained as a “District Orphan Institution,” which now 
numbers eleven scholars, and is taught by a native Christian schoolmaster. 
The boys are under the charge of a native Christian family. The Missionaries 
superintend this school, and give Scriptural instruction in it, and being in 
some degree relieved from the business of teaching^ *more time can be devoted 
by them to the direct Missionary work. The boys study during the forenoons} 
in the afternoons -they are employed in the garden, or in manual labor. 
The experience of the last six months has proved satisfactory, and we 
hope the children will prosper both in body and mind. The Press was 
engaged during the whole year in printing books and tracts, many of which 
have already been distributed among the various stations. » All our smaller 
tracts having gone out of print, new editions of them have been supplied; also 
a reprint of the Biblical Stories of the Old Testament. A new version of the 
Psalms and of the Book of Eevelation is nearly finished; we hope soon to be 
able to use them in our Congregations. Our press which has for some years 
past, been greatly assisted in its operations by a grant of paper from the 
Religious Tract Society, has done us very good service, and has been the 
means of casting much precious seed on the waters around us. 

Be. Irion whites: During our absence from Tellicherry we were not altogether laid 
aside from work. For a year past Mrs. Irion has been praying and reading, as often as she 
was able, with her Ayah, an old widow of the Tiar caste, who has been in our service for 
a long time, and is much attached to us. The Lord blessed her intercourse with this aged 
woman, who now.begins to see that salvation is only to be found in the Lord Jesus; she 
has made up her mind to become His disciple, and we hope her daughter will follow her 
example. On our return to Tellicherry, I shall enter upon a course of instruction with her, 
preparatory to her baptism. Our servant Chatu also desires to he admitted into the Church 
of Christ. He is a reputable and sensible young man of the Tiar caste. During his ten 
years service in our household, he has had ample opportunities of hearing the word of God; 
he said the other day to me, “I have been ill at ease for the last year; I have tried to 
repress my conviction, hut can do so no longer.” He is married, and has a mother and 
several sisters. He expects confidently, that they will all follow him. I believe, he is in 
earnest, and as he himself expresses it, “will no longer halt between two opinions.” “I 
am now, lie says, “neither a Heathen nor a Christian, and yeti am fully persuaded that the 
Christian religion alone shews the way of salvation.” I trust the Lord has begun a work 
of grace in both these persons; may He accomplish that work, and make them the first'.fruits 
of a large ingathering of the Heathen around us!— 


Bp.. F. Mui,ler whites: I have lately had a new proof to convince me, that the work 
done m the name of the Lord, is not in vain. In our Poor House there is a man of one hundred 
and three years of age. He is bent down by the weight of years, but still possesses much mental 
energy. He is of the Vaniya caste (somewhat lower than the Nairs,) and was in former days a 
Schoolmaster; he is well read in the Shastras, and can quote from memory numerous Sanscrit 
Slokas. His family gradually became extinct, and as he was not very strict with regard to caste 
he was not favored by the' great, and gradually sank into poverty. In his extreme old age’ 
when unable to gain his livelihood, he was admitted into the Poor House about one year ago. 
His quiet and modest demeanor, together with his earnest enquiries about the truth as it is 
in Jesus, soon attracted attention. Though rather deaf, he was a constant and attentive listener 
at the daily Prayers and on every occasion, when the word of God was preached at the Poor 
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House. By degrees he became convinced of sin, and felt his need of a Saviour. The names 
of the gods, he had invoked for a century, were forgotten, and the name of Jesus became 
dear and precious to him. He copied out with his own hand in large characters the ten 
Commandments/ the Lord’s Prayer and the Creed, and learned to repeat them. He was 
importunate in his desire for baptism, saying, he felt that he was near the end of his course; 
he professed his faith in the Lord Jesus, who alone could forgive his sins, and whose name 
would henceforth dwell on his lips and in his heart. I could not deny his request. He has 
received the name of Noah. Since his baptism, he has been happy and thankful, rejoicing at 
having found in the evening of his days or, as he says, “out of season,” true wisdom and grace. 

Some time ago two Nairs visited us, who had been on a pilgrimage to Gokarna. They 
had fallen sick, and met with other disasters on the road; these troubles caused them to 
doubt of the truth of their religion, and when they heard the Gospel, they both expressed 
a wish to become Christians. One of them, a reputably looking young man about twenty 
years of age, was only two days’ journey from his home. The remembrance of his father’s 
Louse made him unhappy, so that he often wept and said, he could not be at ease till he 
had seen his relatives. All our exhortations were in vain; the love of home prevailed, and 
he left us in spite of his sickness. The other man, who had a more determined character, 
remained in the hospital till his health was restored, after which he was employed to 
labor in the garden. He listened attentively to the instructions given him, read the word 
of God diligently, and soon experienced its transforming power. Since his baptism he is 
happy, and evidently grows fn grace. 

Many of the children in our schools make good progress in the knowledge of the truth. 
The examinations of these schools give us opportunities of preaching to the adults, who assem¬ 
ble on such occasions. We find this especially to be the case in the school at Erinjoli, which 
is on the high road towards the Wynaad. Lately I spoke to the scholars of Joshua’s dying 
exhortation, and then turning to the bystanders, told them that in India also idolatry must 
decay and the worship of the true and living God eventually prevail. They assented and 
said, that in their books they had prophecies to the same effect. Caste distinctions, 
■they said, were disappearing, and soon there would be but one caste and one Creed. “Your 
.schools and the books you distribute, are paving the way for this change. When we were 
young, few learnt to read; now you teach every body; caste ceremonies are little attended 
to; the temples are less frequented.” When I exhorted them to act upon these signs of the 
times, which they so well discerned, and to become themselves the servants of the living 
God, they replied, “We would do so, were it not for the care of our families; it is our 
fate to have lived in times of ignorance, but our children, who learn the truth from your 
books, will no doubt finally embrace it.” Melancholy as these acknowledgements are, as 
regards those who utter them, they yet bear an important testimony to the reality and extent 
of the change, which in our day is at work in the native mind.

This station has been severely tried by the sad backsliding of two 
Church members. But the storm which has suddenly burst over this 
little station, has served, it is to be hoped, to*strengthen the plants, 
planted by the heavenly Father, while such only as were not of His 
planting, have been rooted up. There has been an increase of 13 
members. On taking a retrospect of the past year, the Missionary 
may say with the Patriach Jacob, ft I have waited for Thy Salvation, 
Oh Lord!” 

This congregation is almost entirely dependant on the Mission for its 
maintenance. Eleven persons (old and young) are directly supported; for most 
of the rest the Mission furnishes labor on its premises, which are naturally 
barren and unproductive. One thousand one hundred Cocoanut trees and 
many other fruit trees have been planted, and there is still room for three or 
four hundred more; but as plantations of this kind require eight to ten years, 
before they come into full bearing, the converts are for the present day-laborers 
in the pay of the Mission; hereafter they will become tenants. Two of the 
converts are still engaged in fishing; some others have been differently 
employed, because it was evident, that neither their bodies nor their souls 
could prosper, while they followed their old trade. An experiment has been 
made in fabricating Arrow root; if this succeed, our laborers will have suitable 
employment during six months of every year. 

The school at Wadagara is prospering; that at Chombala was given up 
for want of scholars. The school for Christian children is to us a souroe of 
much pleasure; the children are diligent and well behaving. 

The Catechists according to the measure of their gifts, serve the Lord 
faithfully; they have been of great use to us in our time of trouble. They are 
instructed for two hours every Wednesday. 

Br. Muller writes : On the evening of the 8th June, when I returned 
from Wadagara, where I had spent the day, dear Paul came to me with joy 
beaming from his eyes, and told me that his youngest sister Nurumba had just 
arrived with her husband Kotchen and their two children, and that they pro¬ 
fessed a desire of becoming Christians. We rejoiced together, but prepared for 
serious, opposition from the heathen relatives. We were undisturbed however, 
though there were signs of the rage of the heathen around us. On Sunday 
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the 11th, while I was preparing for the Morning Service, I was called out of my 
room. I found Timothy and a young fisherman of the name of Kunden. On 
my asking, what this young man wanted, he said, he desired to hear the word 
of God and to become a Christian. I said, “You will have many opportuni¬ 
ties of hearing the word of God. But think what you are about; this is a serious 
business. ^ If you are sincere, the Lord will be with you!” I had scarcely 
returned t*d my room, when Timothy came and said, that the uncle of the young 
man, armed with a knife, had come to the chapel, in which our people were 
already assembled, and threatened to kill his nephew, unless he returned im¬ 
mediately. I hastened to the spot, and found the man in the verandah of the 
chapel, whither our people had taken him after depriving him of his knife. I 
took his knife and requested him to leave our compound immediately, which 
he did after some hesitation. As soon as our service was over, Kotchen’s 
brother and sister arrived from Cannanore, and entered the house with visible 
symptoms of anger. The brother drew out a large knife and said, “ Come away 
with us, or I shall stab you, stab your sister, stab myself; we shall die all of 
us, rather than submit ta^he disgrace of your turning Christian.” But the- 
frantic man was disarmed, Kotchen remained steadfast, and we thanked the 
Lord for his deliverance. In the evening we heard that an attack on the 
Mission house was meditated by the heathen; but the night passed without 
any disturbance. On the following morning Kotchen and Kunden cut off the 
lock of hair, which is the badge of caste, and we thought the victory decided. 
The new comers partook of the instruction given to other Catechumens, and 
made remarkable progress, owing to their superior abilities and to their 
previous acquaintance with the word of God. But our joy on their account 
was to be turned into deep sorrow. On the 23rd of July we heard that Kunden 
had gone to the house of a heathen, in order to recover a small sum of money, 
which was owing to him. There, we were told, his enemies had laid hold of 
him, beaten him, hound him, and compelled him to drink some brandy mixed 
with the intoxicating juice of the root of a plant, which had deprived him of 
consciousness. After calling upon the Lord in earnest prayer, I went to the 
house in question, accompanied by some of our people. We there found a 
number of heathen, in a state of great excitement. I enquired for Kunden, and 
was told that, about noon, he had been there, but had now gone, they did not 
know where. They accompanied these words with railing and threatening. 
I said that, after all I had heard, I felt it my duty to notify the occurrence to 
the Police. Next morning I sent a letter to the Magistrate at Tellicherry. 
That evening three peons arrived, with an order to bring Kunden and the 
heathen who had taken the most prominent part in this business, to Tellicherry. 
Three persons were arrested and went to Tellicherry with the headman of the 
village, but Kunden was not to be found. Our anguish was great. Had he 
been murdered? had the spark of faith within him been quenched? or was he 
steadfast in faith, hut forcibly detained by his persecutors ? At last, late in the 
evening, he was found, and where?—in the Cutcherry at Wadagara, where he had 
gone to make a complaint against us, saying, that we had caught him while he 
paid us a casual visit, had cut off his forelock by force, robbed him of his orna¬ 
ments and money, and compelled him to become a Christian. All this had been 
effected by his relatives, who gave him Rs. 50, and a promise of assisting him 
to obtain possession of his maternal property. I tried to rouse his conscience, 
but he turned a deaf ear to my addresses. Yet this was only the beginning 
of our trouble. On the 1st of August, Kotchen’s sister came from Cannanore, 
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and tried hard to persuade her brother to follow Kunden’s example; hut he re¬ 
buked her saying, “Do not think that I am like the dog, which turns to his own 
vomit.” I continued to instruct my little flock of Catechumens, and Kotchen 
was particularly anxious to be baptized on an early day. As for me, I had never 
before felt such anxiety in the prospect of the solemn moment. The evening 
before the day of baptism, I assembled all the candidates and with them the 
elders of the little Church. I exhorted them with love and earnestness, and 
concluded by asking them rather to go back, than to enter into the congre¬ 
gation of the Lord with an insincere, unrepenting, or divided heart. The bap¬ 
tisms took place on the 13th August. It was a solemn and impressive season. 
The candidates answered my questions satisfactorily and joyfully. Kotchen 
received the name of Cornelius; his wife and two children, and four other 
persons were at the same time admitted into the Church. “Would that they 
stood even now before the throne of the Lamb!” was my inward ejaculation, 
while they stood at the font. Cornelius went on well for a short time. We 
saw no reason to doubt his sincerity; all rejoiced on his account; yet on the 
30th August he vanished, leaving his wife and children with us. It seems he 
has rejoined his heathen relatives at Cannanore. 

One of our converts, named Moses, who had given fair promise, when he 
joined us on the 9th of April, had for some time past, given me much trouble 
by his proud and quarrelsome behavior. I excluded him from the Lord’s 
Supper. But his heart was hardened. On the 27th August he went to Mahe, 
on the pretext of purchasing rice ; since that time nothing has been heard of 
him. 

These are painful things; the more so, as they are the first trials of this 
kind, which have occurred in our little congregation.

During a more than usually sickly season the Brethren have been 
mercifully spared. But Mrs. Huber’s health has failed; she is about 
to proceed for a season to the Nilagiris, in hopes that the bracing 
climate of the Hills will, under God’s blessing, restore her strength.-— 
13th Report, German Evang. Mission, 5 
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Forty five souls have been added to the congregation. It is difficult 
to speak of the spiritual growth of the congregation. The Bre¬ 
thren are, however, persuaded that the majority of church members 
“give diligence to make their calling and election sure.” The servi¬ 
ces are well attended. The people are attached to their Pastors. They 
likewise appear desirous of winning their heathen relatives and ac¬ 
quaintances over to the Lord. They take great interest in the monthly 
Missionary meetings, and show their earnestness also by their con¬ 
tributions which, though a mere trifle in the estimation of the rich, 
yet appear considerable, when the circumstances of the givers are 
considered. This is a time of small and humble beginnings, but the 
Lord despises not the praise, which is offered to Him by the mouths 
of babes and sucklings. The majority of the Church members are 
poor. Some have lost their property in consequence of their conversion* 
A few earn their livelihood independently of the Mission. The others 
are dependent on us even for the supply of their temporal wants; 
but the Apostolic rule is strictly observed, “if any will not work, 
neither shall he eat.” The fields at Kotakal and Coilandy provide 
occupation for the indigent. 

Public preaching in the streets of Calicut is rendered almost impossible 
from the fanaticism of the Moplas, who crowd the Bazars, and who would 
seize every opportunity of disturbing and even insulting those, who attempted 
to proclaim the Gospel. The Brethren therefore preach chiefly in the school 
houses, where they are sure of a more quiet audience. The temper and capa¬ 
city of the hearers is very variable. Sometimes they are attentive and well 
behaved, sometimes rude and pugnacious. Sometimes one has to deal with 
subtle disputers, and then again with people whose thoughts hardly ever rise 
above the one thing needful—for the body. A faithful testimony of the truth 
as it is in Jesus, and Him crucified, is delivered, if possible, in such a manner 
that disputes are avoided.—The Brethren have not found time for Missionary 
journies during the past year; but the out-stations (some of which are at a 
considerable distance) have been regularly visited. 

The Catechists are faithful and diligent in the discharge of their duties, 
which consist principally in preaching and teaching in schools. One of them 
who lives at Ellatur (six miles north of Calicut) has many opportunities of 
conversing with the numerous pilgrims, who pass by on their way to the 
Hindoo shrines of the north. He proclaims to them, that the salvation they 
seek at a distance, is come nigh. Much of his time is occupied in visiting 
houses. He finds that the vice of drunkenness which is very prevalent in his 
neighbourhood, is a great obstacle to the spread of the Gospel. All the Cate¬ 
chists enjoy a certain degree of influence and confidence among the Natives.

Of this one instance may be given. The heathen schoolmaster at Coilandy 
was seriously ill of the measles. His mother hastened to the temple with a 
basket full of cocoanuts, but the sick man sent for the Catechist, asking him 
to read and pray with him. When the Catechist came, the whole family was 
gathered around him. He spoke to them of Christ, the true physician, who 
is able to save body and soul from destruction, and commended the sick man 
to His Grace. After a short time the man recovered, and now he is again able 
to do his usual work. A monthly meeting of the Catechists has been esta¬ 
blished, which they all attend. The business of the day is begun with prayer, 
after which each Catechist reads an essay on a theme, given out at the last 
meeting. The essays are commented upon by one of the Missionaries. Then 
lessons are given in Church and General History, Arithmetic, Singing, and 
Biblical History. Afterwards the Catechists are encouraged to put questions 
on passages of the Bible, which they have not fully understood in their private 
reading. The meeting which generally occupies a day and a half, is ended by 
conversation on the work in which they are engaged, and on the experiences of 
the past month. 

The Girls’ Boarding School has been going on quietly. The number of 
children, including day scholars, has risen to 40. One girl has died, we trust, 
in faith. Two others will soon be married. Instruction is given in this school 
by the wives of both Missionaries, assisted by a Catechist and a schoolmaster. 
After school-hours, the girls are occupied with needlework. They also cook 
their own food, under the supervision of a native-christian widow, Sarah. 
During the dry season, the children cultivate a small garden of their own. The 
health of the girls has been good, and their conduct on the whole satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Br. Fritz writes: The preparation of fifteen to twenty candidates for baptism was a pe¬ 
culiarly blessed task to me. The great fundamental truths of the Gospel, which are treated of 
on such occasions, always bring a blessing to the heart of the teacher, as well as to those 
of the scholars. On the 4th August, I had the happiness of receiving twenty-nine souls into the 
church of Christ by baptism. This was a day of rejoicing for ourselves and the congrega¬ 
tion.—On the same day Jonathan was again received into the congregation. He is the rich 
Nair youth, who was baptized in 1846, but fell back a short time afterwards. For 5 years 
he has wandered about restlessly, seeking in vain for that peace which he had lost by 
sinning against conviction. At last the hand of God brought him back. From the manner 
in which he expressed his repentance and faith before he was re-admitted, and chiefly from 
his consistent walk, up to the present time, we hope that a decisive change has been 
wrought in him. Before his re-admission, he visited his parents, whom he had left in the 
middle of the night, when he set out to come back to us. Catechist Jacob Heber accompanied 
him on this visit. His father wept when he saw him; his mother was very angry and 
said, “You are now twice dead to us.” Jonathan who is tenderly attached to his parents, 
especially to his mother, still hopes that they will be brought to the knowledge of the 
truth. The other day when I spoke to him about his parents, he said, “After having so 
signally experienced the power and goodness of God in my own case, I have learnt to 
believe that with Him nothing is impossible. I pray to Him that it may please Him 
to lead my parents also to His knowledge, and I am confident that He will hear me. Perhaps 
the very heathen who now trouble them much on my account, may be the instrument in 
the hand of God, for leading them out of heathenish darkness to the light of the Gospel.”— 

On the 9th of September I baptized at Kotakal the aged grandmother of Samuel, 
together with several others. She was called Elizabeth. When I conversed with her pre¬ 
vious to her baptism, she said, “I am an old women; eyes and ears begin to deny me 
their service. I cannot answer much to your questions; my memory is no longer what it 
once was. But one thing I know: I am a great sinner; from the days of my childhood 
till now, I have committed many sins, especially by lying and slandering. No good thing 
dwelleth in me. But I believe that Jesus Christ has come into the world also for my sake, 
that He has died for me, and that His blood cleanseth me from all sins.” The earnestness 
with which she made this confession, the age of the woman, and the urgent prayers of her 
family, that this, their last heathen relative, might be admitted into the Church, all induced 
me to baptize her.

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Concerning the English School Br. Huber Writes: Attendance be¬ 
tween forty and sixty boys. My hope of seeing the muster-roll rise again to 
eighty or hundred, has not been fulfilled. The Nair boys, who left the school 
last year, because they would not read the Bible, have not returned. They are 
much afraid of the Bible, and not without reason; for they had learnt thus much, 
that the word of God condemns all their idols. They seem to be fully resolved, 
rather to remain ignorant of English, than to read religious school books. I 
have been obliged to suit the course of instruction to the number and the ca¬ 
pacities of the scholars. Hitherto I had five classes, now only three. The 1st 
and 2nd classes are instructed in Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, Grammer, and 
Geography. The Bible is read and explained for an hour every day. The boys 
learn by heart the Catechism and a selection of Hymns. Some of the boys 
make good progress; but the majority shew very little zeal in studying, and 
are not very regular in attending the school. The low-caste boys, who are now 
the principal attendants of the school, are decidedly inferior to the Nairs in 
natural ability.

The Missionary family at this station has on the whole enjoyed 
good health, with the exception of Mrs. Buhler, whose strength gra¬ 
dually declined, until she was scarcely able to move about; but latterly 
the Lord has so blessed the means used by a skilful and kind physician 
that, for a month past, she has been able to follow her usual occupations. 

The Brethren perceive a change in the disposition of the Natives; 
the proclamation of the Gospel meets with much greater opposition, 
than in former years. But they would fain hope, that this arises from 
a consciousness of weakness and approaching defeat on the part of the 
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zealous partizans of ancestral religion. The Brethren have not yet 
had the joy of gathering in the first-fruits of the Badagas; but there 
are some, whose minds are in a hopeful state, and one young man 
especially, is deeply impressed with the truth. 

During the last year the Gospel of Luke, which the late Mr. Casa- 
major had begun to translate into the Badaga dialect, was finished and 
carried through the press. This first printed book in the vernacular 
language of the Hill-tribes, is a great accession of strength to the Mis¬ 
sionaries ; for although there can be no doubt that the rising generation 
will, through the influence of schools, be more and more accustomed 
to pure Canarese, yet the adult population can be far more effectually 
reached through the medium of their own dialect. 

With regard to Schools, we have to record more difficulties, than suc¬ 
cesses. In the beginning of this year we erected a school-house at Jagatalla, 
a considerable village close to the site of the new European Barracks. The 
inhabitants of this village had been very anxious for a school, on account of 
the many advantages, they hoped to derive from a knowledge of reading and 
writing in their dealings with the numerous European settlers. In proof of 
their zeal, they not only proposed, hut actually began to build a school-house. 
Their zeal was of course very welcome to us; for one of our great objects must 
ever he, to augment the number of readers; hut the school, which was begun 
by our Catechist Satyanaden, had from the very beginning to contend with 
many difficulties. Even those parents who earnestly wished for the continu¬ 
ance of the school, had, as is generally the case among the Badagas, so little 
control over their children, that they could not ensure a regular attendance; 
and then the jealousy, existing between the headman of the village and his 
influential brother, each of whom desired to secure for himself the honor of 
being looked upon as the founder and patron of the school, caused so many 
inteiTuptions, that we were compelled to discontinue the school in December. 

The Kotagherry village school was principally attended by Tamulian 
children, Roman Catholics, as well as heathen. The Christianity of the Ro¬ 
man Catholic families residing in this little Bazar, is very low indeed. But few 
Badaga boys would attend the school, on account of its distance from their 
villages, and we therefore gave it up also. The Kotas, (after whose village the 
European settlement has been called Kotagherry,) expressed a wish for a school. 
They inhabit seven villages on the Hills, and are the most filthy and abject of 
the Hill tribes. They cultivate the ground, have large flocks of cattle, and 
are the potters and blacksmiths, as well as the musicians of the country. They 
eat flesh, chiefly carrion, whether of bullocks or buffaloes. They are more 
energetic and industrious than the Badagas. As most of them are busy during 
the day, they wished for an evening-school. At first a good many young men 
came. They repaired one of their dirtiest houses, smoothed the floor, covered it 
with sand, and began to read and write in good earnest. But their own festi¬ 
vals and those of the Badagas, all of which they attend as musicians, caused 
many interruptions. Other obstacles arose, the nature of which we have not been 
fully able to ascertain; but at length the school came to a stand-still. 
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We then opened a school in a large Badaga village, but as usual 
the headmen being jealous of each other’s influence, we had to move from 
village to village, so that in six months the school had emigrated three times. 
The boys however were mostly the same, the villages being contiguous, so 
that, after all, some progress was made, and notwithstanding all these dis¬ 
couragements, we feel that it is of the utmost importance to maintain schools; 
for the private reading of the word of God is a help against the many mis¬ 
understandings, which arise among those, who only hear our preaching, and 
also against the still more prevalent forgetfulness. 

The Kaity school, conducted by the Catechist George Kolb, has gone on 
pretty regularly. But the attendance is small; the many opportunities of earning 
money in the neighbourhood of a station like Ootacamund, prove too strong a 
temptation for most of the children, even the youngest. 

Our little congregation has received one addition. An aged Tamul woman, 
who many years ago obtained a knowledge of the truth, but had long shut 
her heart against its power, was during the past year brought under serious 
impressions by the fear of death. She asked for instruction, which was given 
her by Br. Biihler. Her powers of perception appeared to be very good, and she 
had a considerable knowledge of the truth. She was baptized on the 14th 
November, in presence of her only son, a convert of the late Mr. Rhenius. 
She is very gentle, happy and attentive, and seems to be often occupied in 
prayer. The Lord’s Supper, which she partook of for the first time on the 26th 
December, was to her a source of much comfort and blessing. Her name is 
Lydia. 

On the other hand we had the pain of being obliged to exclude a family, 
which has for some time past been a reproach to the Christian name by its 
unworthy conduct. We had long borne with them, and should probably have 
done so still, had not the heathen people often upbraided us with the conduct 
of these nominal Christians, so that we were compelled to separate ourselves 
from them. 

The Brethren have been constantly engaged in preaching the Gospel, either 
to individuals or to crowds, in houses, villages, and fields. The native festivals^ 
as well as their funerals, always bring together a great concourse of people, and 
these occasions have also not been lost. We subjoin extracts from the diaries 
of the Brethren. 

Br. Buhler writes: One young Badaga man, Nanja of Naduliatti, is in a very inter¬ 
esting state of mind. He was educated in our school, has a good knowledge of Canarese, 
Tamul, and Bnglish, and has been of great service to us in translating the Gospel of Luke. 
He was frequently ill during the past year, and the Lord seems to have knocked at the door of 
his heart. The thought of eternity has sometimes filled him with fear. “I should not fear to 
die,” he once said to me, “if death were only the forsaking of the present world; but were will 
my soul go? I am in fear of hell; for I do not feel assured, that I shall go to heaven.”—Upon 
another occasion, while walking together, we sat down under a bush. I spoke earnestly of the 
salvation which is in Christ Jesus, the hope of everlasting life, and the peace which Christ 
gives. He was moved, took off his turban and knelt with me in prayer. Sometimes he sends 
letters, which give evidence of the state of his heart. In one of them he says, “ Day and night 
I wrestle with the Lord Jesus; my mother and I know, that there is no God besides Him; we 
place our confidence in Him; it only remains for us to be baptized. ”—Though he may not have 
been fully aware of the weight of the words, which he used, yet there is undoubtedly a work of 
grace in him. Since his state of mind has become known, the enemies of the truth have 
threatened to take away his wife, and to exclude him from caste. He is frightened by these 
threats, and keeps away from us, though he loses thereby a small salary, which we paid him as 
Moonshee. We do not despair of him, but fear, that if he now turns back, he will find it more 
difficult to take a decided course hereafter. He is evidently struggling against conviction. 
May the Lord have mercy on him, and deliver him from all his bonds! 
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Br. Metz writes : i am fully persuaded, that many Badagas are not far from the King* 
dom of God. It often seems to me, as if but one step remained to he taken by them; hut this 
one step is an exceedingly difficult one, involving, as it does, the forfeiture of caste. A short 
time ago, some of them said to me, “What you say is true; but were we to follow your advice, 
we should have no hope of getting wives for our sons.” I repeated to them Matth. xix. 29; hut 
they were incapable of believing this word, and said like the Apostles of old, “Who then shall 
be saved?” I felt great comfort in answering this question in the very same words, which 
Jesus used in responding to it. By many of those, who used to be friendly while o.ur preaching 
had the charm of novelty, I am now greeted with angry words. “You have ruined our coun¬ 
try ; why do you come to all our festivals ? stay at home! ” is now their cry.—A little while 
ago, I found a great number of Kotas and Badagas assembled in a village. After listening to 
their conversation for some time, I found out that the Kotas wanted a cow as an offering to one 
of their gods, who had, as they said, lately possessed two of their number.. I addressed the 
Kotas, showing them that the mad and violent deportment of the possessed persons was an 
evidence, that their god was not the true God, but an evil spirit. Then I exhorted them to re¬ 
pent and turn to the one true God, whom they and their fathers had forsaken, telling them, that 
He requires no offerings at our hands, and that Jesus Christ has offered Himself as the one 
perfect offering for our sins and those of the world. Then turning to the Badagas, I encou¬ 
raged them to resist the demands of the Kotas, and told them that I was a servant of the Lord, 
and called on them to believe in Jesus Christ, their and our future Judge. When the Kota3 
saw, that the Badagas assented, they were besides themselves with fury, and poured out a 
torrent of abuse against me. I retired for a little while. Afterwards the Badagas came to 
me and said, they had decided on satisfying all the reasonable demands of the Kotas; they 
would pay them tor their smith’s and carpenter’s work, but would not give the cow for their god. 
I then went back to the Kotas and spoke quietly to them. I said, “You know, I gain no¬ 
thing by visiting your villages; but I love you, and it pains me to see you on the way of 
perdition. I fear and love God; but I do not fear your god, for I know that an idol is no¬ 
thing; I defy your Kammataraga, for he is utterly powerless.” These last words astonished 
them; they sat down quietly and listened to me. They acknowledged, that they had behaved 
like tigers. I spoke also to those who had been possessed, and was surprised to find that they 
even were greatly subdued. 

Br. Moerike writes ; On the 5th of March I visited Manchatti, near Voddru, and 
was in the act of speaking to an invalid, who was sunning himself in front of his house, 
and whose late sickness had rendered him more willing to listen, when a woman ran out 
of a neighbouring house, shrieking and wringing her hands, calling out to her neighbours 
to lend her a sickle. When she got one, she ran back to the house, and there set up a 
most heart-rending lamentation. Her father-in-law had hung himself, and she had fetched 
the sickle to cut him down. But her endeavours to restore animation were ineffectual; he 
was quite dead. As soon as the news got abroad, the whole village ran to the spot, and 
the headman sent messengers to the relations in distant villages, bidding them to attend 
the funeral on the following day. Horror was depicted on the faces of almost all; few 
ventured to speak; the women set up a truly heathenish howl. I had now an opportunity 
of addressing the deeply affected multitude. Though I felt myself surrounded, as it were, 
with an atmosphere of death, grace was given me to preach of the resurrection and the 
life, and. of the future states of the righteous and the wicked. Most of the audience 
listened in speechless stupor. A few only expressed their astonishment at these “strange 
things. ” I told them, that in moments like these, the Missionary feels the powers of dark¬ 
ness threatening, as it were, to extinguish the feeble light, which burns in his own bosom. 
The next day I attended the funeral of the suicide, but found the grown up people very 
careless. I therefore gathered the children around me, shewed them some prints repre¬ 
senting biblical subjects, and spoke to them of our SaViour.
